Quotes Dying Man 
Against Clara. 


Ardmore, Okla., March 11.—[Spe- 
cial.]}—Spectators in the court room 
today saw two women, Clara Barton 
Smith on trial for the murder of Jake 
L. Hamon, and Hamon’s widow, weep 
over the display of the dead man’s 
clothts before the jury. 

Sitting less than four feet apart, the 
two women sobbed. So overcome was 
the widow, her son led her from the 
court. She then went home. 

Through the testimony of Dr. Wal- 
ter Hardy, who attended Hamon, Clara 
Smith directly was accused of firing 
the shot that killed Hamon. The shoot- 
ing was on Nov. 21, and he died five 
days later. Dr. Hardy testified Hamon 
said Clara Smith shot him, but pledged 
secrecy unless Hardy were asked in 
open court. 


Defense Fighting Hard. 
The afternoon session found defense 
attorneys fighting almost every foot. 
Through William McLean, of defense 
counsel, objections were made repeat- 
edly. 
The defense sought to show that 
Hamon and several friends were drink- 
ing heavily on the day of the shooting. 
One witness, a life insurance agent, 
was asked how many drinks he had. 
He replied two drinks of whisky and 
said Hamon had three. The witness 
said Hamon was not drunk. 
In the course of the cross examina- 
tion the defense bore out the generally 
accepted belief that Clara Smith will 
rely chiefly on a self-defense plea, _ 
The state sald it would offer testi- 
mony that Hamon said he was shot 
while tn bed and did not have a chance. 
Such a statement came from Dr. Har- 
dy, who also said Haffon had said he 
expected the shooting, but did not ex- 
pect to be shot without having a 
chance for his life. 

Row Abvut Clothing. 
Introduction of blood stained under- 
wear, worn by Hamon when shot, was 
fought by the defense as being used 
only to prejudice the jury. Judge 
Thomas Champion ruled that the ex- 
hibit was not improper and the cloth- 
ing was passed to the jury. Attorney 
General Freeling called the jury's at- 
tention to the bullet hole and powder 
burns, which were vivid. 

It was at that point that the two 
women wept. The clothing had been 
identified by Dr. Hardy, who said Clara 
Smith had visited Hamon after the 
shooting. 

The doctor denied seeing Hamon put 
his arms around her and kiss her. He 
did admit, however, in answer to ques- 
tions, that a nurse told him that Clara 
Smith kissed Hamon. 


Liquor Weakened Hamon. 

On cross-examination the physician 
admitted that liquor had something to 
do with Hamon’s death, and that if he 
had been in a normal physical condi- 
tion in every respect he might have re- 
covered from the bullet wound. 
According to the witness, Hamon 
could not have lived more than two 
years in any event, because of the con- 
dition of his liver. Dr. Hardy, in an: 
swer to questions by the defense coun- 
sel, said that he had treated Clara 
Smith, and she was not physically 
strong. 

“She wasn’t strong enough to stand 
kicking and beating by a man, was 
she?” asked Mr. McLean of the wit- 
ness. The witness said she could not. 
“Why didn’t you tell Russell B. 
Brown, former county attorney, that 
Hamon told you Clara Smith shot 
him?” Mr. McLean asked. 

“Because I was pledged not to re- 
vea] it except in open court,” answered 
the witness. 

Defense Springs Coup. 

The defense combated the state's 
theory that Hamon was shot while’ 
lying on a bed in his own room. Mr. 
McLean, in the course of his cross-ex- 
amination, jerked off his coat and, lying 
on the floor with head resting on a step 
leading to the witness stand, he asked: 

“Now, doctor, demonstrate on me 
to the jury how Hamon told you he

Message Sent by Harding.

“The federal government ts deep- 
ly concerned about the main- 
tenance of industrial activities in 
fullest understanding, and hopes 
there will be no interruption of 
the continuity of employment in 
the great packing industry. If 
the department of labor can be 
helpful in promoting understand- 
ing and can aid in any way to 
avoid the cessation of operation, 
such service by this department 
will be given most gladly.

CHICAGO TONG WARS. 


We got tong wars originally from the Chinese, 
whose theory of private murder did not agree with 
anything we had inherited from Roman law or 
English Yaw. Chinamen still assume the privilege 
of shooting each other in the Chinese quarters of 
San Francisco, Chicago, New York, and elsewhere. 
Every time a Chinaman is shot we call it a tong 
murder, and sometimes it may be one, but always 
it is, in Chinese conception, something the author- 
ities need not bother themselves about. 

We got the camorra and mafia murders from 
Italy, and in Italian districts there is a theory 
that a murder may be a private affair, or, at least, 
an affair in which a wise Italian does not concern 
himself with the police unless he wishes to have 
an affair of his own. 

The mountain feuds of America have Anglo- 
Saxon sponsorship, although they seem to indicate 
an old Scoteh Highland clan origin, but they have 
no effect gipon city life. 

We have had the extension of private wars 
the city from the tongs and mafia to gamblers an 


hod carriers, electrical workers, taxicab drivers, etc. 

Gambling and shooting have traditional] connec- 
tion, but bombing was an innovation. The prog- 
ress of private wars to activities supposed to be 
peaceable has no tradition at all, but nowadays the 
field of gun play in industrial disputes or commer- 
cial rivalry is spreading. 

Rival clothing merchants, bakers, butchers, etc., 
have not started shooting each other up, but they 
may. If the Swifts and the Armours fell out they 
could make the stockyards a lively place by adopt- 
ing the new idea. 


Just now there are two conspicuous private 
wars. One has resulted in private murders in the 
Nineteenth ward. The other private war involves 
the Yellow and Checker Cab companies and has 
produced some shooting in the parks and boule- 
vards, but, fortunately, no killings. 

The drivers thus far have been considerate 
enough to keep the war private to the extent of 
not attacking cabs containing passengers, and 
each company avers that its drivers are not attack- 
ing but escaping in each encounter. Nevertheless 
ut is a pretty fair tong war. State’s Attorney 
Crowe says he will devote himself to the discour- 
agement of the idea that private wars and public 
security are compatible. 

The official, whether county or city, pubMc prose- 
cutor or police, who puts an end to tong wars and 
mafia murders will make a name for himself. 


FAIR PLAY AND WAGE 
READJUSTMENTS. 


In the. progress toward what we call ‘vaguely 
“normal conditions” the readjustment of wages 
is perhaps the most difficult of our many problems. 
Readjustment in commodity prices has been pain- 
ful and, in some cases, ruinous, but the reduction 
of wages is even more complicated and unpleasant. 
If it is too violent, it will involve consequences, 
both to the individual and the country, which will 
counterbalance the good effects expected in the 
situation. 

In a broad sense this readjustment will be gov- 
erned by conditions no man or set of men can con. 
trol. The buying slump in America anéd the paral- 
ysis of Europe have brought the shutting down of 
factories, the curtailment of business, a widespread 
unemployment. With railroad traffic reduced, build- 
ing stagnant, manufacture slowed down, price 
levels of commodities lowered, and business in-

LL good educators hold that the 
purely abstract method of pres- 
entation is not worth much. They 
say people are impressed by the 

co and pragmatic. Therefore, édu- 
eators make use of clinics, case: records, 
and self-determination methods in their 
teaching, from the kindergartens to the 
universities. Having indulged in this 
amount of “ high brow stuff,” let us come 
back to an ordinary discussion of the 
nervous housewife. 

Before dismissing the subject Dr. A.

Mrs. J. developed symptoms of extreme 
nervousness because she was of the 
hyperesthetic type and never adjusted 
herself well to the environment of her 
home and family associations.

such voting right by the terms of a pardon 
for the offense. 

Our interpretation of this provision is that 
the bare pardon, free from words which clear- 
ly restore the voting right, is insufficient 
of iteelf to revive the right to vote.
